But by April this 
year I had committed many faults and 
blunders, and. as soon as unity was estab- 
lished between the North and the South, 
I repeatedly implored the President, as 
well ‘a Ministers Ch’en and Hsiung, 
to relieve me of my: post. I saw the im- 
possibility of the position, so retired —~ 
these are no fine, polite phrases. 

And now I receive the further’ honour | 
of a reappointment, © In. truth: I-.am 
grateful beyond measure, and would do 
all in my power to incrit the distinction.

From some of the stories une hears it 
might be thought that the bankers have 
taken over the whole financial admin‘a- 
tration of the country. Nothing of the 
sort has happened. The Chinese aro still 
Tunning their own reyenue system, 
collecting and expending revenues from 
taxation just ap they have always done. 
The agreement of May 17th, providing 
for the first. advance, covers only an 
inspection by .a_ foreign-Chinese board 
of auditors of the expenditures of the | 
funds obtained from the bankers. This, t 
it must be said, is easy on China and 
it is not unlikely that some more com- 
prehensive and broader scheme will be 
adopted for thé. big. reorganization loan 
Which is to come. 

A thorough and detailed discussion: uf 
the torms of the reéent agreement is of 
value at. this time in order to set at 
rest the alarm which seems to’ be felt 
in some quarters. ; 

The agreement comprises.a letter from 
the bankers of the Quadruple Groap— 
‘Japan and Russia not participating 
on aceount.of the non-agreement of the 
London Conference and certain regula. 
tions mutually agreed) upon by the 
Minister of Finance, Heuing Wsi-ling, 
dated May 17th. The agreement. pro- 
vides for an advance of three million 
tacla, half here and half in Shanghai. 
This advance is treated in the agreement 
in epnjunction with 3,100,000 taels which 
were advanced to the Government by the 
bankers in March, before the breaking 
off of negotiations on aecount of the 
Belgian loan which . was: coneluded> in 
violation of an agreement between the 
bankers and the Premier signed on 
March oth. 

The advances, according to the agree- 
ment of May 17th, would be delivered 
on gold treasury bills bearing the same 
date and secured by the revennos ‘of the 
salt gabelle.
